Prof. Bolden has bad charge of Ibe sugar 
beet question at the college and tbe 
work at tbe different experimental sta- 
tions lu this Btato hae been undur his 
charge. 
Prof. Hapke, Prof. Holder,

Prof. Hapke, and

newspaper 


men wore entertained at dinner today by 
Albert Barnei at hli home on West Wil- 
liam street nnd after dinner the party 
visited tbo belt Holds «o inspect Iho crops. 
Prof. Holden In speaking of the matter 
today said: "I bave been making a tour 
through the state where beets are grown 
and hove found them all doing well, espe 
dally In Decatnr. The prospects here 
are certainly good for u largo crop and a 
high pei cent of lugar. In my mind 
there 1) .no doubt but that Illinois will 
produce her own sugar In the future. 
When the boeti which bave been planted 
mature In September or October the ton- 
nage, oast of production and por cent of 
sugar will be determined, the oheinloal 
analysis being conducted at tbo exparl- 
montal station at Champaign. As to the 
progpeotn of Deoalur going Into tbe beet 
BUgar tiDslnoBB I can Bay that tbe olty le 
well located, there Is tbe necessary spara 
labor bure to produce the beets and the 
•oil In well adapted to tbe production of 
the crop. The only question which DOW 
arises Is whether or not the people of the 
community will take sufficient interest 
In tbe movement to warrant tbe capital- 
ists putting their money Into a bcot 
sugar plant. The men with money are 
ready to Invest In this way, but they do 
not care about establishing a plant un- 
less tbo people of tbe community will put 
eome money Into It BO that they will be 
Interested. 
The aapltallsti must be 


guaranteed that the local people will In- 
terest themselves and that the beeti will 
bo produced for tbe factory and tben 
there will be no trouble In securing a 
plant for this olty. As far as the adaptl- 
billty of tbe soil IB concerned there Is no 
question ; an fine beets can bo rained in 
Illlnola as anywhere In the country. 


Tbo establishment of a plant would 


mean a great deal tor tbe olty and would 
help to make tbe community more pros- 
perous. Say tbero are 80,000 persons In 
Deoatur. 
Tbe average consumption of 


sugar per annum is 70 pounds, making a 
total consumption of sugar in this city 
of 2,100,000 ponmU In a year. At live 
cent! per pound those figures show that 
1100,000 Is expended each year by the 
people of the olty far sugar

Prof. Bapke says Unit he li entirely 


aatlsfield with the orop of beets In this 
olty. He thinks that they will (tore a 
big nra oent uf ingar. He sayi that after 
the sncoeessfnl harvesting of the orop 
the next step will be to Intetert the peo- 
plo snCcienlly to get a factory. 


The people of Deoatur and tbe farmm 


have not taken tbe iBttreit IB the move- 
ment tbat It warrant*. It meant more 
money for the firmeri and tnow who are 
promoting tbe enterprise bope tbat the 
farmer* will take a deeper Interest In 
wbat la being done. Prof. Huldra says, 
however, that Deoatur should be con- 
gratulated fox her enterprise in making 
the experiment and hopes tbat they will 
be able to Mtabllsb a faotory.

Section 18 provides "that 
any poison or pontons who shall reglotor, 
issue, soil, or transfer, or woo shall cause 
to bo riiftlbterod, issued, nold, or trans- 
ferred, any Instrument, document, or 
paper ot any kind or description whatso- 
ever mentioned In Schedule A of ibis act, 
without the same being duly stamped, 
or having thereon an adhoslve stamp for 
denoting the tax chargeable thereon and 
canceled in the manner required by l»w 
with Intent to evade tbo prcyhlons of 
thlsaot, bhall be deemed guilty of 
demeanor, oto. 


I am of the opinion thai of tho words 
register, issue, soli or transfer" the only 


word applicable to tho transaction IB the 
word "Issue." I am further of tbe oiiln 
ion that a telegraph rucsEiicie or dl«putch 
is tanned not when tbe sender leaves it nt 
tho telegraph olHoe, but when the com 
pany Issues It to tbe party receiving it, 
and that tbe stamp Ie to be attached and 
applied at tho time tho company go issued 
It to tho receiver.
